of water six feet high swept down the 


Cottonwood Valley,

sweeping down everythin g before it. 


The flood was fully a mile 
wide, and ; 


wider as the valley widened.

it struck this city th e re wa- a terrible 


roar which caused a panic. 
People 


lied from their homes when the w ater 


dashed again st th eir houses only to be 


engulfed by the ragin g Hood.

S. Army, which 
show th a t he had been a lieuten an t of 
Company F. 52nd 
Ills. In fan try, hav­ 
ing enlisted at Fulton, Oct. 1, 18 61. 
He re-enlisted Dec.25, 18 63, at Pulaski, 
Tennessee, and served till the elosft of 
the war. 
Since the war he has been 
draw in g a pension at Columbus, Ohio. 
O ther papers show th a t at his own re­ 
quest he was discharged 
from 
the 
C en tral Bran ch of the Nation al Home 
for Disabled V eteran Soldiers. 
W here 
is his presen t home or who or w heie 
his friends or relatives may be is not 
known. 
He is apparen tly a wan derer, 
though a rnan of good in telligen ce, 
clean ly and well preserved for a man 
of his eviden t ago. 
Efforts are bein g 
m ade to discover and commuicato with 
any who may bo in terested in kn ow­ 
ing of his whereabouts and condition.

If there were any 
garbage o r ashes in Paris, Mr. 
Co o k 
said, no o ne ever saw either o f them, 
w hich was certainly different fro m the 
experience o f a N ew Yo rk w o m an he 
to ld o f, w ho after a ye a r’s residence in 
the city w ro te to a friend th a t life in the 
metro po lis m eant the takin g care o f 
ash barrel.— N ew Yo rk Times.

No government can maintain at one 
time more than one standard of valu e, 
any more than it can maintain more 
than one standard of weight, or more 
than one standard of measu re, or more 
than one standard of length. 
If there 
be two or more standards of different, 
valu e, the standard of lower valu e will 
in practice become the only standard. 
If one goes into the mark et, the law 
being that a yard shall he either two 
feet or three feet in length, and bu ys 
carpets by the yard at a fixed price, 
there will be delivered to him carpets 
measu red in yards of two feet in length. 
If he bu y coal by the ton. the law being 
that a ton shall be either 2,000 or 2,240 
pou nds, he will receive tons of 2,000 
pou nds each. If he bu y potatoes by the 
bu shel, the law being that a bu shel 
shall contain either two peck s or fou r 
peck s, there will be delivered to him 
bu shels of two peck s each. 
On the same principle, if the law be 
that a dollar is either a gold coin, with 
a bu llion valu e equ al to its face valu e, 
or a silver coin, with a bu llion valu e of 
only half its face valu e, and not con­ 
vertible at par into gold coin, the sell­ 
ers of the carpets, the coal and the pota­ 
toes will be paid in dollars of the lesser 
valu e. 
There never has been and there never 
can tie in any cou ntry at any time a bi­ 
metallic standard, and the attempt to 
create a dou ble standard has never pro­ 
du ced anything better than an alter­ 
nating standard, with the inevitable 
popu lation have less than 33 percent of consequ ences of inju stice with reference 
the entire bank ing power, estimated at 
$6,700,000,000.—Mau rice L. Mu hleman 
tn New York Herald.

that he wants. 
I challenge any one to 
find an advocate of free coinage at 16 to 
1 on these simple terms—that botli gold 
and silver shou ld be treated alik e; that 
both gold and silver coins shall be made 
for any one who tak es the bu llion to 
the mint to any nu mber that he wants 
I challenge any advocate of free coinage 
to deny that free coinage, pu re and sim­ 
ple, is not what he demands, and not 
one of them will dare to meet this chal­ 
lenge. 
This demand for fre-3 coinage is a 
cover intended to conceal the tru e pu r­ 
pose of those who ask it. Most of those 
who su pport this measu re have been de- 
3eived and misled. 
Let su ch men pu t 
the qu estion to any owner of silver 
mines, to any senator or representative 
in congress or to any and every candi­ 
date on the free coinage platform in 
the following terms: 
“ If we grant free or u nlimited coin­ 
age, withou t charge for the coining, 
will you demand nothing more?” Not 
a man who k nows what the tru e pu r­ 
pose is will answer “ Yes” to that qu es­ 
tion.—Edward Atk inson.

If there was any actu al relation be­ 
tween the qu antity of money in circu la­ 
tion and national prosperity, we wou ld 
now be on a flood tide. 
For more than 
a twelvemonth now the amou nt of mon­ 
ey in circu lation in the United States 
has been steadily on the increase. Ju ly 
1, 1896, abou t the time the Chicago 
platform was in the process of incu ba­ 
tion and the mou th of the popocrat was 
fu ll of demands for more of the circu ­ 
lating mediu m, the total money in cir­ 
cu lation in the United States was $1,- 
509,725,200, mak ing $21.15 per capita 
cn an estimated popu lation of 71,390,- 
0 0 0. 
Nov. 1, 1896, on the eve of the elec­ 
tion, when the people of the United 
Stat* s were to give their verdict against 
a debased and depreciate! cu rrency, the 
money in circu lation w is $1,627,055,- 
614, mak ing $22.63 per capita on an es 
timated popu lation of 71,902,000. 
March 1, 1897, on the eve of McKin­ 
ley’s inau gu ration, tho totu l money in 
circu lation in the United States had 
risen to the u nprecedented su m of $1,- 
675,694,953, mak ing $23.14 per capita 
on an estimated popu lation of 72,418,- 
000. 
To fu lly appreciate this increase of 
the money in circu lation iu the United 
States it is only necessary to say that 
in the last ten months it amou nted to 
$165,969,753, or more than $2 per cap­ 
ita of the entire popu lation. 
While the absolu te circu lation has 
passed all previou s high water mark s 
the per capita circu lation is still $1.80 
below that of 1892, ju st before the pan­ 
ic. 
Bu t the per capita is now higher 
than it was in 1890 or any year in the 
history of the repu blic prior to that. 
Then why are the times not as good as 
they were along in the late eighties? 
Simply becau se good times depend on 
pu blic confidence and indu strial activ­ 
ity, and not on the amou nt of money in 
circu lation. This is simply the teaching 
of the old proverb that a nimble six­ 
pence is better than a slow shilling.— 
Chicago Tim< s-Ilerald.
